Upon this is tho "Tree of Science" 
surmounted by the. arms of McGill 
University with which Institution the 
Royal Victoria. College in most closely 
connected. Upon the Tree a.rn two 
roundels, one bearing an owl the 
other a pair of compasses, these be- 
ing symbolical of the two Faculties 
of Art. and Science incorporated In 
tho RoyaJ Victnrla. College. At. Ihe 
foot of the Tree is a Beaver, sym- 
bolical of Canada, wtth the motto 
"Perseverance," these w«r« taken from 
the arms of Lord Sfrathcona In mem- 
ory of the Frmnder of the College. 
Finally, below the motto Is a branch 
bearing the Rose, the !Thl.«tle, and 
the Shamrock, typlfylnc th* English 
speaking people of the Dominion. So 
far the existence of this seal has 
been li-tle known but It is interesting 
to note that. il. linn worked Into the 
design foe th« banner of tho Junior 
Vonr of the Royal Vleiorla Callege. 
So that on Friday nlfrht at the Junior 
rnnm. it will bo .displayed for the 
first time to tho public.

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THE WORLD IS MINE' 



At the time of Convocation last May a skilled cartoonist .rep- 
resented the graduating student in the following manner: with a 
parchment in his hand and wearing a self-satisfied grin on his vis- 
age, with his chest prominently stuck out, with his feet set firmly 
on the earth and saying, "The world is mine." Beside this was 
another representation of the graduate in later life with the world 
having its foot on and crushing to death the unhappy college man. 

While this drawing, together with others of a similar nature 
which appear in various publications, may be of humorous intent, 
they exemplify a common and absurd estimation of the college man 
in the minds of many who are either too prejudiced or too small 
mentally to pass an unbiassed judgment. It is true that a student 
experiences a certain amount of exhilaration on receiving a de- 
; frree. Why should he not after spending a quarter of a lifetime r 
procuring it? But to represent him as considering the world at 
his feet is dealing ' with broad generalities. There may be one, 
among many, whose idea of the power of accumulated knowledge 
is rather contorted. When the time comes for such to meet his 
fellow men on a practical basis he will probably find himself 
shoved into the discard until his attitude of mind changes. But 
this type is not representative of the mass. Are we not right when 
we say that a graduating student, who has passed through the pro- 
___cess of finding out what a great difference there is between what 
-be. -has learned and what may be learned, is a rather humble in- 
dividual to whom worldly power seems far beyond his horizon? 

And to depict the graduate being crushed by the world when 
'. embroiled in its maelstrom of activities is not adhering to facts. 
Statistics show that a large percentage of the high positions in a 
country are held by university graduates, and they are not, except 
in the case of failing health, overpowered by their burdens. We 
admire.Jtt man '-who. though lacking a good education, can climb 
to the heights in his sphere of work. Too often, however, such a 
one becomes obsessed wiht the idea that higher education produces 
^jCriggish self-satisfied, good-for-nothing types of manhood who 
cannot adapt themselves to their environment in practical life. 
Hence is the origin of many arguments against the (over-criticized 
college student. j

of the old and new standards of edu- 
cation is worthy of conlderation . It 
cannot prove th<iit the pMscnt day 
curriculum is all wroror In the light 
of the curriculum of tho eighties or 
nineties, for tha.t would, bo Just Judg- 
ing a Victorian by our present ethical, 
oode. According to the llght«\of this 
ape, education • in general Is prob- 
ably pretty much all right. What 
the comparison does prove, if It proves 
anything, is that the ago is all wrong; 
and tha.t education, a* an aeeompant- 
nvent'of the age, must suffer accord- 
ingly. 

In the good old days, according to 
Mr. Hronk, a cla.ss in Caesar took 
great interest In making wooden 
models Of Caesar'M bridges. To try 
such a thing today would only call 
forth a lu.ug'h, mainly because It would 
be "such a waste tot time.'' And 
therein lies the key to the trouble. 
A Mr. Hughes says people are "living 
loo fast." Minute», as if by iho touch 
of Ml,d;jj<, have been turned l.o gold. 
The va*t economic development of 
recent years has undoubtedly incrciis- 
cd and distributed wealth, but it bus 
also, like fill good thing's, its price. 
Because it bos spread », money fever 
and, because il. requires In moat of 
'Ita responsible nubirk/J poiltionn spe- 
cialists it. ba« driven those wild H.re 
unable or unwJlJIng to take more time 
in I heir schooling specialization mad. 
And educational institutions through- 
out Iho country have been forced to 
rearrange them.s«lvea accordingly . 

In doing 6ne good by lessening the 
numbers of tho "Jack of all trades, 
master of none," (hi* pressure of liv- 
ing has overreached ilsolf in creat- 
ing Die vast number <>t the "master 
of one tra.de, Jack of none." Until a 
happy medium is struck between 
theeo two extremes In buslnes* re- 
fjulromenta, the general ediicallon or 
(be country will continue to have n , 
commercial bent. And Iho blame for 
this must, be pu| not on educatora but 
on the hurry of llfé. 

Yet In the mad burly burly of econ- 
omic tensions, tliore Bhould still bo 
institutions where young men with 
the desire to Bpejrlflce a quick atari, 
for a wider training may have their 
deelrea fulfilled.

IMMIGRATION

of the lajit oebsiis. Canada had not 
grown as much as had been expected. 
There was Homcthirig vitally wrong. 
■\Vhere did the immigrants go'/ He 
left these questions unnnswofed and 
finished his survey of the Immigra- 
tion problems by stressing- the im- 
portance of the question. 

Willard then got up. His purpose 
he said tvas to deal perhaps more with 
emigration than with Immigration, 
lie traced tho 'legislative (measures 
dealing with immigration through the 
various stages until that of 191U by 
which illiterates may bo.eticludcd und 
by which the CrCvernor-Genei-al-in-. 
Council has powers of passing any 
restrictlona at a. moments iSotico. 
This gives a great deal of elasticity 
to regulations, which 1b n. good thing. 
Willard gavo nnmcrous statistics 
which showed, tho emigration of both 
native and foreign born, lo be very 
great. To prove that this has always 
been going On ho read speeches and 
references which had been written as 
far back as the eighties about this. 
That this Is n. problem makes it none 
the less vital ' but' rather more terri- 
fying. He gavo nn instance of a little 
French-Canftdian village where no one 
was left to work the farms but old 
people and children. In clORlng, 
Willard suggested that the politicians 
at Ottawa try to keep the settlers In, 
rather than hold Imrhlgranfs out. 
Refreshments were (hen served. 

After the refreshments Prof. Dey 
gave an example of a national scheme 
ot colonization which failed, not bo- 
cnuso il was a. national scheme, but 
because the commission attempted to 
spread their money over a great many 
people rather than to equip a certain 
nirmber, woll. Prof. Fytfe carried en 
the discussion with some striking ex- 
amples of a inlstakcn value of popu- 
lation with reference to the way the 
railways boomed certain districts 
which tboy owned and passed »>y tho 
towns that hod already been estab- 
lished. Prof. Vytc asked whether 
these men wero empire building or 
whether they wore net merely lioodlo 

seeking. He also condemned the 

liiKaiMH'iii iiMltl"*. iul*j« 'ElaT'l'Miiii iNiiiiajiwWwlMM 
practice of certain American capita- 
lists who Import divers foreign ele- 
ments with nntlpatlilcs i award each 
other to lossen Inborn* difficulties and 
prevent Ibe Américanisation of these 
labours und prevent tho raising of 
l heir standard of living'. 

Tho discussion was now well sinn- 
ed. The most surprising of all the 
standpoints exhibited" was that of a 
Westerner who talked glibly of an- 
nexation and secoBuhin.

General meetings shall hq called by 
nollc.cn soul, out lo tho different 
clasB i>rcnlrioiilB and published In the 
Dally". 

"One-f|iiBxtor of Ihe melnjbors nhalt

1lio qiiestlnn of ». chiingn of constitu- 
tion In brought up and then one-half 
t«r the members shall consllltlto'- t> 
illiorum ."
